This beautiful dwarf ſpecies of Protea flowcred the beginning 
of laſt March at Mr. Wooprokp's, Vauxhall, as we ſuppoled, 
for the firſt time in Europe; but, ſince our engraving was Pre- 
pared for publication, we learn from a figure in the Botanical 
Repoſitory, that a ſimilar plant has allo flowered this ſeaſon 
at Meſſrs. LEE and KEN NEDW's Nurlery at Hammerſmith. 

Stalks always of a bright red colour, not branched except 
very near the root, flexuoſe, from a ſpan to a foot long. 
Leaves alternate, heart-ſhaped, of a pale glaucous green colour, 
quite entire, with a red cartilaginous margin. Stipulæ three 
or four, linear-lanceolate, deciduous. Flower leſhile, very near 
the root: ſcales of the calyx or involucrum unbricate, oblong- 
ovate, obtuſe, of a purpliſh red colour, very bright in the ſun- 
ſhine, with a ſcarioſe margin. Florets crowded on a flat re- 
ceptacle: claws of the petal chaffy, diaphanous, three of them 
united and one diſtindt. The three concave ſegments of the 
limb of the coaleſced petals encloſe three of the linear anthers 
in ſuch a manner as exactly to repreſent a large bilocular 
anther ; ſo that to a ſuperficial obſerver the ſloret would appear 
to be diandrous, having one large and one ſlender anther, the 
latter ſtanding conſiderably above the former from the greater 
length of the ſolitary petal. The germ is ſurrounded by a dull- 
purple coloured pappus.

Levant, and of Georgia, particularly on the ſouthern ſide of 


Mount Caucaſus, growing in the rocky moiſt woods of beech 
and alder, and ſometimes acquiring the height of eight or nine 
lect, As PALLAS had no opportunity of procuring a living 
ſpecimen in bloſſom from Caucaſus, his figure was taken from 
the Gibraltar variety, familiar as he ſays to the Engliſh gardens ;

Whether we were really at 
firſt 
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firſt ſupplied with this plant from Gibraltar, and the one here 
figured, now become ſo extremely common, has been ſince 
raiſed from ſeeds imported from Aſia, we know not: but our 
plant certainly agrees in every reſpect with the deſcription of 
TourntroRrt, and differs from that of Parr as, not only in 
having the broadeſt lacinia of the corolla ſpotted with orange 
colour, but alſo in having all the laciniz obtuſe, which ate 
both figured and deſcribed by him as acute. 

TouRNETORT ſuppoled that the narcotic deleterious honey 
familiar to the inhabitants of Georgia and known to the an. 
cients, being particularly mentioned both by Diosconnn:; 
and PLixy, owed its origin to the flowers of the Ruonon:x- 
DRON Ponticum ; but later travellers have, with more prob. 
bility, attributed this quality to the honey gathered from the 
flowers of Az ALEA ponlica, ſee No. 443 of this work. 

A middling-hzed Rhododendron, which had been ſomesha- 
forced, ſtanding in a very light airy bow-window facing the 
North, produced a large drop of very pellucid nedtar at the 
bale of the broadeſt ſegment of each corolla: as the flower 
decayed, this drop moſtly cryſtallized, a number of theſe cryſtal, 
was collected, five of which weighed a grain; they were very 
tranſparent, reſembling in appearance and taſte the purel! 
white ſugar-candy : the ſame has been obſerved in lome degree, 
but not nearly to the ſame extent, on ſome other trees ſimilarly 
fituated. 

Is a hardy evergreen, but apt to be injured by late froſts; 
loves a moiſt ſoil and ſhady ſituation; bears forcing remarkably 
well, and in this ſtate great numbers have of late years been 
brought to the London markets, to ornament cur houles in 
the Spring. Introduced about the year 1763. May be pro- 
pagated by layers, which is the moſt expeditious mode ol 
having large trees, but can be eaſily raiſed from ſeed, and luc!

This ſpecies (ſo characieriſtically figured in many of 
the older books, particulatly in the [Torlus Erflettenſis) Bo 
received by CLus1us at Frankfort, about the year 1587, from 
Conſtantinople, as was the Crocus ⁊cruus of this work (our 
meſiacus) from near Belgrade ; both may be caſily diſtinguiſhed 
from the purple-flowered Crocus vernus (which we ſuppoſe 
to be a native of our parts of Europe and is the lateſt flowerer

The obſervations of Ag, and Enzxnarrm, from which we

The PsoRALEA corylifolia, a native of Coromandel, is an 
annual of eaſy cultivation, but, not poſſeſſing any fragrance or 
particular beauty to recommend it, is very rarely ſeen in our 
gardens, though known to MILLER in 1752. The plant from 
which our drawing was made was raiſed from ſeeds received 
from Dr. Rox BgURGUH by Mr. LopDIDGESs, at Hackney. 

Requires to be treated as a tender annual; flowers in July 
and Auguſt, and ripens its ſeeds readily. 

In habit it differs much from the reſt of the genus, ap- 
proaching nearer to Trifolium; indeed, fo cloſely is it allied to

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The Loblolly Bay is a native of South-Carolina, where it 
grows in wet ſwamps. MiLLER ſays, that it is with great dif- 
iculty preſerved in England, and we believe it has not often 
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flowered in the ſame perfection, as it did laſt Summer at Mi 
WooprorDd's, at Vauxhall, where our drawing was taken. It 
had been turned out of a pot the preceding Spring into a 
border of bog-earth in the conſervatory, which was kept very 
moiſt. Flowers in Auguſt and September. 

The name of Gordonia was given it in honour of the late 
Mr. James Gorpon, a very celebrated cultivator of rare

ledtions, for upon repcatcd ſearches and inquiries we can no 
where hear of their now being in this country; ParxinsoN 
remaiks the difficulty of preſerving the former (not enume— 
rated in 14. Kew. though the latter is) and attributes it to 
tenderneſs; which moſt probably has been the cauſe of the 
loſs of both. The firſt is a native of Andaluſia, growing 
in the woods on the Guadiana near Antequera and Cordova, 
and called by the Spaniards Lirzio Eseanacnai or Azul; 
the other is ſound near Liſbon, where the roots are ſaid to be 
eaten under the name of NoztELinas; a leſſer plant, ſup— 
poſed to be a variety of the laſt, is found in Valencia. 

If, notwithſtanding the information we have received, they 
ſhould (till exiſt in the collection of any friend to our attempts 
to illuſtrate this order of plants, we ſhould be highly obliged 
by the opportunity being afforded us of deſcribing and hguring 
them.

LER'S Dictionary, renders it unneceſſary to ſay more here than 
that we have remarked one of the three external calycine 
leaflets to be uſually larger than the other two, and more or 
leſs yellow; ſometimes it grows as large as the internal ones 
and reſembles them in colour. The internal petal like caly- 
cine leaflets are likewiſe ſomewhat unequal in ſize and vary in 
colour, being more or leſs tinged with dull purple within. The 
petals, as theſe parts have been uſually called in this genus, 
in number ſixteen, are ſo ſmall as ſcarcely to appear in the 
figure, being very nearly concealed by the reflected anthers. 

Is a native of North-America, and hardy enough to bear 
the cold of our Winters, but does not blow very freely. 

Our drawing was taken at Meſſrs. WIHITIEY and Brame's, 
Old- Brompton, in June 1802, where it flowered, in a ciſtern, 
in the ſtove. Introduced by Mr, WI IIA Youn in 1772. 
Unaſſiſted by artificial heat, it generally flowers in July.

It had been always a matter of ſurpriſe to us that fo ap- 
parently diſtinet a ſpecies as the prelent, fo well known to all 
former Botaniſts, and ſo long cultivated in all the gardens of 
Europe, ſhould have eſcaped the notice of Lixxaus, while he 
diltinguiſhed as ſpecies his ſuppoled /um#bucina and /qualens, to 
appearance ſcarcely worthy of being remarked as varrenes ; 
until upon critically reviewing the whole of his ſpecies, we 


found 


found that the /qualens had been miſtaken by ]acqv 1x for the 
Jambucina, that other Botaniſts had confidentially followed him 
In the error, and that the preſent plant was the Linnean /am- 
bucina ; but as this name is now fo generally attached to 
Jacguix's plant by the excellent figure of Curtis and the 
authoiny of the Hortus Kewenſis, we think it more adviſable 
to let it remain; adopting Lamarcx's for the preſent ſpecies, 
ald expunging ie nu, as being a mere variety of the 
now /ambucina although in truth the names of Linxzus 
were ſtill better adapted to the plants he had deſtined them for, 
The ſynonym of Jacguix quoted by the authors of Hort. Kew. 
for their /qualens ſhould be reſtored to Ir1s variegata. 
Root horizontal, fleſhy, very thick. Leaves broad, ſword— 
ſhaped, covered with a whitiſh bloom, -that gives them a 
remarkable pale or glaucous appearance. Stem about three 
feet high, twice the length of the leaves, with ſeveral ſhort 
branches ſupported by brattes reſembling the 1—2 flowered 
involucres, which are membranous, ſcarioſe, from a lightiſh 
brown inclining to white, not becoming ſphacelate, but being 
ſo from their firſt appearance, equal to germen ; pedicles thick, 
trigonal, but little ſhorter than germen, which is trigonal— 
oblong, ſix ſulcate, equal to the obtuſely trigonal tubes, which 
laſt are marked with fix flat furrows ; ſegments equal, ungues 
cloſe, campanulately patent (not turbinate and remote as in 
Inis germantca and florentina); outer ones twice the length of 
the tube, broad, concave inwards, traverſed by a fillet of 
white cilia with deep yellow tips; outer ones ſhorter and 
ſeveral times narrower, convolute; outer laminæ recurvedly 
dellected, twice longer than their ungues, round-obovate, 
entire, flat, pale blue, ſuffuſed with a purpliſh tint; veins 
deep blue, inner ones oblong-obovate, retuſe, hence having 
ſomething of an obcordate ſhape, ſometimes with a final; 
mucro in the ſinus, erett, connivent and rather more blue; 
{tiginas upright-patent, linear oblong, extending as far as the 
beard, whinſh with a blue keel; ſides but ſlightly reflexed ; 
ſegments of the inner lip recurved-erect (not revolute), 
divaricate, lacimate- lerrulate; outer lip very blunt, entire. 
Flowers 8—12, expanding in June, with an exceeding ſtrong 
ſcent reſembling that of Elder-Flowers. 
Received by Crusrus from Conſtantinople, but 1s, we 
have no doubt, allo a native of the ſouthernmoſt parts of 
Europe. Cultivated by GERADE. Is known in all the 
nurſeries about town by the name of the Dalmatian Iris. 
More tender than germanica or florentina, being in ſome 
ſituations deſtroyed by a very ſevere Winter ſucceeded by 
a wet Spring; likes a dry, rich, light foil, and a funny 
ſituation.

A native of Spain, growing, according to CLustvs, in the 
country about Valladolid, to Quzx (who by the bye ſpeaks of 
a plant with white outer lamina?) in the green-oak woods of 
both the Caſtiles; DzsroxnTainus tells us he found it in 
Algiers; but it remains to be aſcertained if he means the pre- 
cile ſpecies we are now deſcribing. It is perfectly hardy and 
propagates rapidly by offsets, of which it produces abundance ; 
cultivated here in 1633, by GzrRaube, 

The beſt roots are ſaid to be thoſe annually imported by 
the ſeedſmen from Holland. There are many varieties of it, 
but not ſo many as uſually ſuppoſed ; on this head we ſhall 
however defer our obſervations till we have an opportunity of 
further confirmation ; we ſuſpect many to be hybrids between 
xiphioides, luſitanica, juncea, our preſent plant, and perhaps 
al{o alata, and probably vet more perfectly diftintt ſpecies. G.

The name of © Engliſh Iris,” which we find ſo commonly 
given to it by the elder Botaniſts and even by the modern 
Floriſts, was acquired from the plant's having been firſt intro- 
duced into the Low-Countries from England, moſt probably 
without any notice of its true habitat, and hence preſumed a 
native of our country by thole that received them: CLusws 
ſays, that on his firſt arrival here in 1571, he fought for it wild, 
until he was informed by Log EL of 1ts being only cultivated in 
certain gardens near Briſtol, where it had been molt probably 
imported by ſome veſſel from Spain or Portugal, GERADE 
includes it among the Britiſh plants, in which he has been 
followed by Dr. WiTHERING In his Botanical Arrangements; 
but ParxiNnso0N was aware of its real habitat.

Flowers exquiſitely fragrant with a ſcent 
of the perfume called Eau de Mzel, or, as it appears to others, 
of Balm, of a greeniſh grey colour with ſomething of livid 
hue and brown ſtripes. 

Our drawing of this very rare and fingular vegetable was 
taken at Mr. WooprorD's, who received the bulbs this 
Spring from the Cape. To all appearance it is equally hardy 
and of as eaſy culture as any of its congeners from the ſame 
country ; many ſpecimens flowered together in the above 
collection, and ſhewed ſome flight variety both in ſize and 
colour. 

The fanciful appellation of viperatus, beſtowed by old 
PruxENET, and which we firſt thought might have been 
ſuggeſted by the chequered, browniſh appearance of the flowers 
of ſome of its varieties, now appears to us more probably to have 
been taken from the form of its flowers, which (eſpecially as 
repreſented in his own figure) do bring to mind the poſition 
of the head and appearance of the jaws of the ſnake when 
raiſing itſelf for defence againſt its enemy and hiſſing, in which 
ſtate we often ſee them repreſented in cuts accompanying 
natural hiſtory.

We agree with Monſ. VenTENArT, that this plant is really 
the gracilis of ForsTER, but differ from him as to the pro- 
priety of changing his name, eſpecially for one ſo very inap- 
propriate ; for ſurely the flowers of this Campanula can hardly 
be ſaid to reſemble thoſe of Periwinkle in any thing but 
colour, | 

It appears to be ſubjeA to great variation in the degree of 
branching, in the ſituation of its leaves, and in the hairineſs 
and notching of theſe; in FoxsTxr's drawing the ſtem is very 
little branched and leaves altogether alternate and diſtant,

For the opportunity of taking a drawing of this very rare 
plant, we are, as uſual, indebted to E. J. A. Wooprorn, Eſq. 
in whoſe collection at Vauxhall, we find a never-failing ſource 
of curious and rare articles. 

THUxBERG, in his ſpecific character, diſtinguiſhes this ſpecies 
as having ſolitary flowers, yet in his deſcription he lays it has 
two, and this is the caſe in a ſpecimen preſerved in the 
Bankſian Herbarium which flowered at Kew ; ours had ſeveral 
bloſſoms cluſtered together, ſo that this circumſtance is of no 
avail as a diſtinguiſhing tcature,

The ſtipulæ not noticed by TuuNBERGH appear to afford a 
good ſpecific character; but as it often happens that theſe 
parts are produced only while a plant is young, we cannot ſay 
how far it may apply in older trees. 

We learn in the Flora Japonica, that it varies extremely in 
ſize, being in different ſituations either an underſhrub, a ſhrub, 
or a tree, From the ſame ſource, we are informed that the 
fruit is nearly round, ſmooth, and the ſize of a walnut. 

Our figure repreſents the whole ſpecimen at the time it 
flowered ; it has fince increaſed in height, and thrown out 
ſeveral ſide branchlets, armed with ſtraight ſpines at their 
extremities ; and other ſpines have grown in the axils of the 
leaf-ſtalks.
